"Who is the rich mail?" asks Ar- 
nold Bennett, in the Strand Magazine, 
London. 

"The man who does not sooner or 
later spend a largp part of his Income 
is regarded as cither a fool or queer 
in the head," he writes. "He is not 
primarily regarded an a rich man. 
And, In fact, nearly all rich men re- 
cognize the obligation to prove that 
among University undergraduates, they are rich by spending money —In 

other words by exchanging their so- 
called riches for Something else. This 
slate of affairs shows that In truth 
great financial resources Hre not gen- 
erally hold to make a rich man — 
they arc only the key to being rich. 
That man may he said to he rich who 
has the means to get whatever he 
wants and who does get it. 

"The nuisance for the man who lias 
acquired great financial resources 
usually Is that he doesn't know what 
he wants. I'ossesslng the resources 
and feeling the moral necessity to 
have recourse to them, he looks 
about for something to want, and ht; 
selects the most costly thing. The 
acquisition of this most costly thing 
always involves, In practice, the sep- 
aration of the rich man from society. 
Thus he will acquire a large estate, 
or several large estates, and cut. him- 
self off from the world by gates, 
doors, miles of drive, lodgekeepers, 
menials nnd secretaries. Or he will 
arqulrp a two-lhoiisand-ton yacht and 
cross the Atlantic privately, though 
less quirkly, less comfortably, and 
even less privately, than on a great 
liner. Or he will keep a private Of 
chestra. Instead of being seen at con- 
certs. All which, though magnifi- 
cent, la antl-SOCial and silly, and is 
socretly felt to be so by the rich man 
when lie happens to wake up in the 
middle of the night and can t go to 
Sleep again. 

"An altitude of mind, however, 
will not In itself constitute riches. To 
Ik rich Is to possess the world, and 
nobody can do this without know-

Says That the College Man Exerts 
Great Influence. 



President Wheeler, of the Univer- 
sity of California, approved the ac- 
tion of the Student Affairs' Commit- 
tee during the semester, on nine 
cases. Fourteen formal sessions were 
held at which fifteen «axes were con- 
sidered. Since twenty-five separate 
cases had been taken up at this time 
last year, the condition is deemed hv 

the committee to be a most desirable 
one. 

Several of these Instances follow: 

Two freshmen In the College of 
Agriculture were reprimanded by the | 
1 'resident and required to apologize 
to the professor in charge, fur cheat 
ing during a weekly quiz in Chemistry 
1A. One of tflcse was placed on pro- 
bation until May, 1917. 

A sophomore in the College of Let- 
ters and Science was placed on pro- 
bation until graduation, and repri- 
manded by the President for referr- 
ing to his notebook during a weekly 
quiz in Economies 1A. Another sec- 
ond year student in the College of Me- 
chanics was placed on probation until 
May, 1917. and reprimanded by the 
President for Improper use of the 
privileges of the Cniversily Library, 
ile had confessed his fault and made 
good the financial extent of the dam- 
age done. 

An entire section in Mathematics 
4A was reprimanded by the Presi- 
dent for permitting cheating during 
the conduct of a finul examination, 
and the action of the Instructor in 

requiring a reexamination was sus- 
tained. 

A senior in the College of Com- 
merce was deprived of credit In the 
course, placed on probation and 
prlmanded by the President, 
cheating in a final examination 
Economics ill I).

William Jennings Bryan says the 
Intercollegiate Prohibition Association 
is a great and beneficial movement 
for the men and women of the conn 
try. Mr. Bryan's coming here was 
the opening wedge to make Ken- 
tucky dry all over the State. One 
hundred and seven of the 120 coun- 
ties are already dry. Mr. Bryan fur- 
ther said, in his address to the inter- 
collegiate convention: 

"The college man exerts far more 
than an average Influence upon the 
thought of the country. If you doubt 
it examine a list of the college gradu- 
ates and compare the percentage of 
prominent men among them with the 
percentage of those who do not avail 
themselves of the opportunities of. 
fered by our colleges and universit- 
ies. Any gathering of college men 
and women Is therefore worth attend- 
ing If one has a message to deliver. 

"But this convention is made up of 
a select group of college Students — 
men and women who by dedicating 
themselves to the work which your 
association has in hand have given 
proof of their freedom from an evil 
Influence which can destroy the mind 
as well as the body. The delegates 
in attendance here are bound toge- 
ther by a strong and growing inter- 
est in an Issue that is soon to he 
the dominant political Issue in the 
nation— the prohibition issue. 

"The case against alcohol Is con- 
clusive. The experience of the hu- 
man race is all on one side. From 
the time when Daniel demanded a 
test, and when, the test being made, 
he established the superiority of 
water over wine, the evidence has 
been accumulating. You can take 
100 young men of equal promise in 
any country in the world, divide them 
Into two groups and let 50 use alco- 
hol and 50 abstain, and the 50 who 
do not use alcohol will take the 
prizes In the colleges and on the nth 
letlc field. 

"In a country like ours every issue 
becomes a party issue when it is 
ready for political action, because 
the support of a parly organization 
is everywhere recognized. A very 
considerable number of the voter's 
follow the party and support the plat- 
form. It is impossible, therefore, lo 
keep the prohibition question out of 
politics when it really becomes an 
issue. The question is not whether 
prohibition will enter politics. It is 
already in politics. The only ques- 
tion remaining is, which side will the 
parties take. There Is only one side 
to a mora! issue, and that Is the 
moral Side. N" parly can afford to 
Champion the immoral side of any 
moral question."

News. I 

To on- life in Ireland seemed sadly 
différent to what it had been when 
I was there m .lulv. 1914. Just befori 
the war. People were tiring much 
more Simply, partly from ifWessity 
as a lax of 5s. on the £i, and even 
more on larger incomes, mad,- a 
great difference when added t.> the 
increased cost of living, and then 
everyone's energies and thoughts 
were bent on doing what they could 
to help their men at the fronl, so 
that any at count of Ireland in war- 
time— at least of the pari which I saw 
about Belfast — resolves itself law 
ly into an account of war activities 
of one kind or another. 

It was my good fortune lo help oc- 
casionally at a canteen or buffet, at 
one of the railway stations. There 
were four caterers who took a week ] 
each, when it was their duty to look 
after the supplies, and as no one 
ever knew when the drafts of sol- 
diers were to be sent out. or would 
arrive, it often meant visiting the buf- 
fet three times a day lo see that no- 
thing was wanting. The helpers were 
on in 4 or 6-hour shifts, and perform- 
ed their tasks, whether washing dish- 
es or tallies, cooking, making tea or 
sandwiches, most efficiently. A regis- ' 
1er of attendance was strictly kept. 
Sometimes the refreshments had to 
be taken out on trucks to the trains, 
to he given to the men who were go- 1 
ing off to the front, and then there 
were very affecting scene sto be wit- 
nessed, but it was ihe wonderful cour- 
age displayed that was perhaps the 

most affecting. au refreshments | 

were very affecting scenes to be wit- 
soda and wbeateu scones, eggs and 
sandwiches, jam. and lettuce and 
radishes in season, of which the men 
were particularly fond. A box for 
contributions was placed ou the 
counter, and was* very generously 
filled both by the helpers and the 
men. A great many gifts were brought ' 
to the buffet, and the cost of run- 
ning it was very little more than the | 
receipts from and! the gifts. Tin- 
men were bo grateful, and one was 
always glad when it was one's duty to 
wait on these men. many of tin m cov- 
ered with mud and Just back from 
the trenches. One of the officers 
told me that it was most amusing to 
hear the soldiers' attempts at French, 
and how they made themselves un- 
derstood. Just behind the lines there 
was a sugar refinery, and one day 
the Germans got the range and be- 
gan shelling it. A little while before 
the men had seen a cow going into 
this paitly ruined building, so one of 
them ran ha» k to warn the old woman 
who owned the cow, and what he said 
to her was "Pooley (du lait) prom 
enade sucre," and the woman sped oft 
to lead the erring cow to a place of 
safety. 

The Colonel of Ballykiular Camp, 
not far from Belfast, said that since 
the buffets had been established there I 
had been a marked decrease in 
drunkenness amongst the men. 

In another part of the city there | 
was a soldiers' club for wounded 
men home on leave, where they could 
play games and sit arouud the fire, 
and tea was served every afternoon 
about 4 o'clock. 11 was quite wonder 
I ful to see the potato cakes— a true 
Irish dainty— disappear. All gt the J 
hospitals had wards for soldiers, anil 
one of them, the Pister Volunteer i 
Force Hospital, was run almost en- 1 
lirely by voluntary helpers. There 
were quite a number of Canadians in 
that hospital for a time. With that 
curious twist which seems to afflict 
the mind military on occasions, the 
men from Scotland or England wrr '' 
sent lo Irish hospitals, and the Irish 
to Scotland or England, As one man 
said to me, "I asked to be sent near 
my home in Ireland, so when I woke 
up' I round myself in a hospital in the 
isle of Wight." 

Numbers of Sphagnum moss dress- 
ings were being made in Ireland, huge 
bales of which were gathered by the 
school children at the sea shore. 1 
happened to be working there on the 
12lh of July, when all the blinds were 
pulled down at noon, and all work • 
stopped for II minutes there, as all 
over the city, even the trains stopped 
running at the order of the Lord 
Mayor, while everyone prayed and , 
thought of the noble Irishmen who 
bad fought and died so gloriously on | 
that terrible 1st of July. That was 
truly a heart-breaking time in Ire- 
land when the war indeed came 
home to the people, and the survi- 
vors—a mere handful- - brought home 
such tales of dauntless heroism as 
could only be equalled by the mar 
vellous courage of the women whose 
men had made the supreme sacrifice , 
su heroically. 

I find it hard to write of the Sinn 
Fein Rebellion at Kaster. I was not 
in Dublin, and the feeling about it 
was so intense in Belfast, that no 
one who has not been there can quite 
understand bow the loyal Irish peo- 
ple feel about it. To belong to a 
COUntfTi any pnrt of which could fo- 
ment ii rebellion while Ihe Kmpire 
was battling for its life seemed al 
most too dreadful to speak about. To 
have one's nearest hikI dearest shot 
down by snipers in the streets of 
Dublin, when one could have given 
them gladly for Ihe Kmpire at the 
front was well nigh unbearable. We 
were quite cut off from the outside 
world for several days In Belfast ; and 
many people had friends and relu 
lives in Dublin of whom they could 
get no word for ten days. One In 
teres ting thing which we learned lat- 
er was thai Hie splendid shooting 
which was done from the roof of 
Trinity College was done hy some 
Canadian soldiers who happened to 
be on leave and were staying in a 
club opposite the College, and who 
ran over to the College when shoot 
ing began. 

Before I left Ireland recruiting was 
'at rather a low ebb. and the same 
problem was confronting the people 
! as the one w ith which we had to deal 
In the Province of Quebec. We can 
'only work to bring about conscription 
ami hope that for poor Ireland, as 
well as for ourselves, ibis may soon 
(dine for surely we owe it to tbOSC 
who have gone, to see that Ho ir sac- 
rifier was BOt in vain.
